Ward, 64-year-old mill nightwatch- 
man, shot an 11-year-old boy to death, 
shot at his wife, his father-in-law, and 
the brother and father of the boy he 
killed, and stood off county officers 
for more than two hours today before 
he was routed out of his house at Ex- 
periment, a suburb of Griffin, with 
tear gas and slain with a machine 
gun. 

After bringing tragedy to the home 
of Fred Butler, a neighbor, when a 
bullet from Ward's rifle pierced the 
forehead of Fred Butler Jr. as the 
boy sat on his bed preparing to at- 
tend the funeral of his grandmother, 
Ward barricaded himself in his home 
and, armed with revolvers, rifle and 
shotgun, for two hours harangued a 
crowd of more than a thousand jro- 
ple who gathered at the scene of the

WASHINGTON, April 20.—(UP) 
President Roosevelt today disclosed 
he feels the general financial condi- 
tion of railroads is so serious that 
reduction of their capital structure 
or government ownership are their 
only alternatives. 

Mr. Roosevelt at the same time re- 
newed his demands for settlement of 
the railway wage controversy on the 
basis of continuance of the present 10 
per cent reduction for another six 
months; with provision that the rail- 
ways use increased earnings to re- 
habilitate their properties and hire 
additional men. 

It was made clear that the presi- 
dent opposed federal ownership of 
railroads and hopes the situation can 
be met by capital reorganization that 
would enable the roads to reduce 
their vast payments for interest and 
other fixed charges.

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ORLD ACTION AIM 
OF FDR. ON SILVER 


President Opposed to In- 
dependent Action by 
U. S. at This Time. 


WASHINGTON, April 20.— 0 — 
The White House indicated today in- 
ternational action rather than a sin- 
ele-handed effort by the United States 
was the course President Roosevelt 
would prefer to take toward an im- 
provement in the status of silver. 

Despite the formulation by senate 
silver advocates of arguments to use 
tomorrow in a conference with Mr, 
Roosevelt at which they will seek his 
approval of silver legislation, there 
was a clear indication at the White 
House the chief executive did not 


want any such bill at this session. 

It was made clear there the admin- 
istration felt there was an unknown 
quantity entering into the silver situ- 
ation that did not apply to gold, in 
that the amount of gold in the world 
was known and no one knows how 
much silver there is. 

Among the senators and house mem- 
bers pressing for action on silver leg- 
islation, however, there was a feel- 
ing Mr. Roosevelt might be willing to 
accept some additional bill along that 
line if such a law were to give the 
executive permissive authority to take 
further price boosting steps for the 
metal and did not make such steps 
mandatory. 

Mr. Roosevelt was described as feel- 
ing the answer to the silver remoneti- 
zation problem lies in the formula pre- 
sented at the London economic con- 
ference. 

Under this, all nations would fix 
definite reserves of silver in ratio to 
their gold supply. The president was 
further represented as believing it was 
impossible for one nation alone to 
bandle the complicated and ramified 
silver problem. 

This strengthened the belief he 
would flatly oppose any proposal 
which would force the government 
into a broad silver rehabilitation 
movement. | 

Senator King, democrat, Utah, 
chairman of the unofficial silver com- 
mittee, called a meeting of the six 
senators on it to go over the situa- 
tion in the morning before presenting 
their views to the president at noon.

The Seaboard executiv said that 
if the present tax assessment had been 
in effect during the last few years 
the road would have shown a huge 
operating deficit instead of a very 
small profit. 

Mr. Stanley submitted figures show-

The successful demand for freedom- 
of- the- press guarantees in the NRA 
newspaper code was voted “a memor- 
able battle and glorious victory” by 
the American Society of Newspaper 
Editors today in the adoption of a 
report simultaneously opposing large 
powers proposed for a federal com- 
munications ‘commission. 

The report, submitted by the so- 
ciety’s committee on public relations, 
said that in signing the executive or- 
der promulgating the newspaper code, 
President Roosevelt made himself “re- 
sponsible for the unmistakable criti- 


lishers “have chosen to regard as 
gratuitous and exceedingly drastic.” 

The language referred to said the 
press’ freedom of expression was guar- 
anteed by the constitution “but it is 
not freedom to work children, or do 
business in a firetrap or violate the 
laws against obscenity, libel and 
lewdness.” Earlier, Hugh S. Johnson 
had told the editors he was responsi- 
ble for the wording. 

Denies Censorship Aim. : 

The NRA chieftain denied accusa- 
tions of “‘a diabolical desire to impose 
censorship on the press” and asked 
co-operation in speeding success of 
the president’s recovery program.

Macon, Georgia, saw baseball’s first hit-and-run play. 

It was invented and demonstrated by John McGraw, Willie 
Keeler and Hughie Jennings. And it was while the Orioles 
played an exhibition game at Macon in 1894 that the play first 
was used. 

The story of it is told in John McGraw’s memoirs, appear- 
ing now in Liberty Magazine. The articles were written a short 
time before the death of the New York manager during the past 
winter. McGraw wrote: } 

“It was on the spring training trip to Macon, Ca., in 1894 that 
Keeler and I sprung the hit-and-run play on an unsuspecting 
world. We had talked it over repeatedly, along with Jennings. We 
tried it out in the exhibition games, and any time I got on first with 
Keeler up they simply couldn’t get us out. So we came north with 
an ace in the hole. 

“That year the famous old New York Giants, then managed by John 
Montgomery Ward, had been picked as sure pennant winners. We had 
to open the season against them on their home grounds. First up in 
the first inning of the opening game, I got a base on balls. made a 
bluff to steal second and Keeler took the pitch and watched the second 
baseman and the shortstop to see which one made a move to cover 
second on the threatened steal. This would tell Keeler where to hit 
the ball when I really started for second. Then I took a lead and kept 
my eyes on Keeler till I saw him put up his hand to pull down his cap— 
our private signal that the hit-and-run was on the next pitch. 

“With the pitcher's first motion toward the plate I started down 
and Keeler slapped the ball sharply through the spot vacated by the 
infielder who covered, while I raced on to third and Keeler got a base hit. 

“It was the first time the hit-and-run had ever been seen in any big 
league baseball park, and the Giants never even suspected that it had 
been prearranged. We pulled it three times in that game and won 
the ball game. Still they thought it was just an accident—so we won 
the next three games, starting the season by winning all four games of 
the opening series from the team that was supposed to outclass the 
league. We made 13 hit-and-run plays in that series. 

“Then Jennings and Keeler and I began to figure on the possibility 
of scoring « runner from third on a sacrifice bunt by having the runner 
dash for the plate with the pitcher’s first motion. We went out to the 
bell park and found that it was humanly impossible for any infielder to 
stop the runner from scoring so long as he started with the pitch and 
the batter bunted the ball on the ground anywhere in fair territory. 
80 what later became known as the squeeze play was born. 

“That season of 1894 was half over before opposing teams began 
to suspéct—and then it was too late. On our final western trip that 
year we won 24 out of 25 games, 18 of these being consecutive victo- 
ries, and stole the pennant away from the team that “outclassed the 
league. ' Then we continued to win the pennant the two following

Crackers Rally and Tie 
Game in Ninth at 
Nashville.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., April 20.— 
You may go right ahead and put 
down in your little red book the name 
of Hugh Casey, the Buckhead boy, 
as one of the Cracker stars of 1934. 
The young man is a pitcher and he’s 
going places in this game. 

Today, this callow 20-year-old 
right-hander whose daddy had to sign 
his contract for him because he was 
a minor, stepped’ out before 5,000 per- 
sons in Sulphur Dell and gave one of 
the greatest exhibitions of pitching the 
Southern league ever saw as the 
Crackers whipped the Vols in 10 in- 
nings, 5 to 4. 

To begin with, it was a terrible day 
for the debut of the boy from Buck- 
head. The weather was near freezing 
—so cold that Nashville’s opening day 
crowd was whacked about in half— 
and the 5,000 who braved it sat hud- 
died in overcoats with teeth chatter- 
ing like castanets. 


CASEY WAS “RIGHT.” 


Then, on top of that, young Hugh 
had to pitch against Jackie Reid, the 
Cracker jinx, and against a lineup 
with its punch in left-handed hitters. 

But Casey, the picture of noncha- 
lance and confident youth, didn't seem 
to mind anything, the weather, the 
crowd, the left-handed hitters, errors, 
misjudged fly balls, fluke doubles and 
a lot of other tough breaks that he 
received in the course of that 10-in- 
ning battle. ' 

It took courage, plenty of it, to 
hang in there and win the ball game. 
And Casey not only turned the Vols 
back time after time with a snapping 
curve ball and a blinding fast one, 
but fielded his position with the cool- 
ness of a veteran and knocked a 
double to help along his own cause. 

But the right arm of Hugh Casey 
was stronger than all these adverse 
developments, two of which gave the 
Vols a couple of runs in the form of 
misjudged fly balls in centerfield on 
the part of young Taft Wright who 
appeared awed and transfixed by the 
towering palisades of Sulphur Dell 
and the narrow range to which out- 
fielders are restricted.

While all this was transpiring with 
Casey pitching great ball but the 
Crackers not helping him very much, 
the Vols went on into the ninth with 
a lead of 3 to 1. The Crackers put 
on a commendable rally to score three 
runs and go ahead, 43. Then the 
Vols got one in thelr half to force it 
into extra innings. f 

All this was getting a trifle bor- 
ing with the weather most uncom- 
fortable and the scorers completely 
numb from trying to keep score. 

The Crackers were a pretty game 
ball club, however. They couldn't 
help being with a pink cheeked, 
beardless boy out there pitching his 
heart out against all the tough luck 
in the world. 

So they went out and got another 
run in the half of the tenth—this 
off J. Benson Brillheart, the south- 
paw who beat them opening day— 
and the revenge was very sweet in- 
deed. For J. Benson uncorked a wild 
pitch with Buster Chatham on third 
to let in the winning run. Buster 
had got there with two out on a 
base on balls and Ha Taylor’s 
pretty single to center. :

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White To Lead Plan To 
Override; Key Raps 
City Council. 


_ Veto by Mayor James L. Key of 
council resolution seeking a consti- 
tutional amendment providing for ex- 
emption from city taxes of home own- 
ers up to $2,000 drew a sharp retort 
Friday afternoon from Councilman! 
John A. White, author of the measure. 
At the same time Key vetoed the 
exemption resolution, the mayor also 
— 79 a plan to absorb th> $1,- 
500, municipal deficit over a five 
year period, but approved several 
other requests for charter amend- 
ments and other legislative actions de- 
signed to increase the revenue of the 
city. 

The mayor evidently left his glass- 
es as home, as I am sure if he had 
read the measure, he would not have 
vetoed it without at“ least asking me 
to explain it to him,” White said 
in making known his intention to 
lead a council drive to override the 
veto. 

“Under tax information, furnished 
by assessors, only about $32,000,( 
worth of property would be written 
off if the proposal is approved. That 
would be made up in additional reve- 
nues provided from other measures 
— — mayor did sign. Florida 
t vote on an exemption up to 
8 000. and if we fail to do — 
about this matter, we will lose a lot 
of citizens.” 

Under White’s proposal, an exemp- 
tion of $2,000 would have been given 
any home owner, provided he lives in 
the house involved. 

_ Opposes Loss of Revenue. 

Key disapproved both the measures 
he vetoed on the ground that they 
would take revenue at this time, 
which the city can not spare, and that 
if sanctioned, heavier salary cuts for 
— “who are not now any too 
well paid,” would be inevitable. 

Among the measures the mayor 
sanctioned were the following: 

1, Levy of a $10 annual occupa- 
tional tax on persons who work and 
make their living here, but who do 
not live inside the city limits. 

2. Diversion of two cents of the 
Bix-cent gas tax paid by Atlantans. 

3. Lifting of the civil service pro- 
tection from the chiefs of the fire 
and police departments, who now 
serve for life. Both chiefs will be 
elected by council for a term of 
2 to be designated by that body 
n the event the legislature concurs 
in the proposal. 

Hits Failure to Cut Body. 

Key also took a slap at council for 
failing to offer any reduction plan 
among the proposed charter revisions. 
He pointed to the referendum iu which 
Atlantans voted for a reduction not 
only of council but also the number 
of wards. He asked for action in 
that matter. 

Councilman Aubrey Milam, member 
of the special charter revision com- 
mittee of council, which recommended 
the measures Key acted on Friday, 
said the reduction will be considered 
at a meeting of the committee Monday 
night. 

Abolition of several council com- 
mittees and cutting of the personnel 
of others were corftained in the meas- 
ures AN sanctioned. 

The bridge committee is consoli- 
dated with the streets committee; the 
hospitals and charities commitee is 
cut from five to one; the municipal 
market committee is abolished and its 
work concentrated under the public 
buildings and grounds committee; the 
achools committee is cut from five 
members to one. 

Key Raps Council. 
In commenting on the failure to 


recommend a smaller council Key 
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St. Clair Gibbs, Atlanta lawyer, has 
been elected chairman of an organi- 
zation of Atlanta property owners 


formed to fight condemnation of their 
property to make way for the 88,000, 
000 government housing project for 
Atlanta. 

The owners, meeting at Gibbs’ home 
at 388 Williams street, pointed out 
that prices now offered for the prop- 
erty are low and with better times 
in prospect it is unfair to condemn 
their property for a smaller total in 
many cases than they have paid ip 
taxes in the last few years.

TO DECIDE FUTURE 
OF FAMOUS TRAIN 


The period of May 13 to August 1 
was put forward at a hearing before 
the public service commission Friday 
for the trial operation between Ma- 
con and Hazlehurst of the Southern 
Railway’s old “Joe Brown Special.” 

If the experiment shows improved 
conditions warrant restoration of the 
train, permanent service probably will 
be restored.

Some years’ ago when I studied 
entomology I took a keen interest in 
the subject that has formed the basis 
of many a simile. References are 
often made to the fact that insects 
fly toward a light, as all of you re- 
member from one book or another. 
The moth and the candle idea, you | 
know, in which the poor little insect 
flies toward the dazzling and desir- | 
able light. only to singe his wings off | 
and bury the body in the molten wax, | 
or more recently, clutter up the bot-|

tom of the enclosing globe on your 


porch light. This electrical 
hard on the poets, isn't it? | 

At any rate, I learned that the 
head of the insect has two kinds of 
eyes. The first kind is the compound | 
eye, in which there are literally hun- 
dreds of facets, each with the per- 
fect function of a single eye. Thus 
the insect can see in almost every 
direction, and can totally prevent my 
slow-moving hand from closing on him 
by guaging the time of flight to a 
split second; that fraction of a sec- 
ond is chosen that will leave within 
me the strongest sense of baffled 
rage. 

Not content with having these su- 
per eyes, the insects—not all, but 
some species—bave developed on their 
heads three simple eyes, or ocelli. 
Now something, say the learned ones 
of insects, about these eyes compels 
the insect to fly toward the light. At 
first it is a matter of attraction, of 
seeing what the light is. Later it 
becomes datzled in the brilliance, loses 
its sense of direction or words to that 
effect and buzzes its last buzz di- 
rectiy into the flame. or breaks its 
chitinous cephalic covering on the 
globe of the lamp. | 

Have they answered my question, 
“Why does an insect fly toward the 
light?” They have not. They have 
simply explained in the simplest pos- 
sible manner the way in which such 
an impulse starts. Granted that the 
ocelli of the moth may transmit the! 
peculiar impulse that begins the fa- 
tal flight and that the nerves that 
connect the ocelli with the ganglion 
that foresLadows the brain to come 
in higher forms, granted even that!

A little more than one-fourth of the 
people of the earth are Christians; 
but in Asia only about 2 per cent be- 
long to Christian churches. 

Thirty-six per cent of the people of 
Asia are classed as Taoists and Con- 
fucianists.” Most of these live in 
China. 

Twenty-three per cent are classed 
as “Hindus.” and almost all mem- 
bers of the faith live in India. 

Mohammedans compose about 14 
per cent of the people of Asia, being 
found largely in Arabia, Persia, In- 
dia and Afghanistan. 

Buddhists. living chiefly in China, 
Japan. India and Burma, make up 
close to 15 per eent.
